numbered from 1 to 9. The first fire- 
man that reaches tho room will ta^e 
two of the cards and place them on 
hoolcs, so that firemen arriving later 
can, at a glance, tell where the tire is. 
"When the fir" Is out these numbers 
will be replaced on their rack. 


As soon' as the house 'cards and 


larger cards with all the plug numbers 
and locations have beea distributed, a 
test of the system will be made. The 
firemen will be notified to be ready, 
and then an alarm will be sounded 
from some part of 'he town unknown 
to them. If the system is successful. 
and there is no reason -to doubt that it 
will be, it will at once go into effect. 


Much credit Is due Councilman Por- 


ter and Stahl for their work in intro- 
ducing the new system. It Is inexpen- 
sive and at the same time as effective 
for a volunteer company as an electric 
system would be. 
The firemen will 


no doubt soon become familiar with 
many of the numbers, so that fast ser- 
vice can be assured at all times. Thc 
same system has been in tise at 
Greensbnrg, Jeannette and other large 
towns for several years, and results 
have always been satisfactory.

It is Interesting licio to note tjje 


adaptations in tbe form and habit of 
trees, the adaptations by weans of 
•which unfavorable meteoric conditions 
nre more successfully resisted. For In- 
stance, all trees, especially when devel- 
oped In isolation, have brond, 
far 


spreading bases. If developed together, 
tho forest Itself h;is n_ expanded base, 
and "ti'o trees protect each other. The 
deciduous leaved trees throw down 
their leaves nt the appronOi of winter, 
and thus strip ?or the battle with snow 
and ice, which would otherwise crush 
their branches to the earth. The cone 
bearers; old fashioned trees that they 
are, hold their foliage, part of it, it is 
true, but note its peculiar character 
and the position it assumes. Tbore Is 
nowhere in the world a prettier adaj - 
tation than tho sparse, fringed noodles 
of tbo pine, through which tho wind 
and storm may whistle, or tho droop- 
Ing, taper, flngorlike branches of th<( 
spruce or Gr, sbMldi:;ig tbe falling snow- 
flakes. In all the k-ees the branobea 
themselves are specially constructed 
to meet the onset of the blast. Trees 
shed n&t their leaves a tone, but their 
twigs, only a comparatively few sur- 
viving to carry forward the llmb'H ex- 
tension. Compare the cottouwood, on 
which the twigs are few; the elm even, 
or the oak, where their number is very 
small when contracted with the uuui- 
ber started; the coffee bean treo, on 
which, there is scarcely one. Indeed, 
we may say in general that if a tree 
bo closely studied its form will ac- 
curately proclaim the conditions by 
which, it has all along been surround- 
eel. The whole tree is an adaptation to 
its environment. 


But, in the second place, the longevity 


of trees seems to a groat extent purely 
a matter of habit Some trees are short- 
lived by habit, naturally short lived, as 


we might say. The biond leaved aspen, 
for Instance, lives, at least In many 
parts of tho country, but a few dec- 
ades, in Iowa hardly thirty years. Such 
trees seem to roach a certain maturity 
and then die for no appreciable reason. 
Some oaks have similar constitutional 
tendencies. The blcck oaks aro said to 
be less enduring than tlie white oaks. 
Some species of the blacir oak group 
die at fifty to seventy years. The oaks 
oC Europe aro apparently loo^r lived 
than lho?e of North America. The fu- 
u.uus oak at. Cor.es, in southern France, 
•is certai.ily more than 1,000 yenrs oM. 
C;esar?inay have stood beside it.
